Winter Is Poor Time to 


Cull the Poultry Flock 


Sixty hens laid 14 eges in f>n days 


hf-fore culling and, after Milling, the 
34 hen* left laid 133 PECS In ten flays. 
This report came from a Lincoln coun- 
ty (Colorado) farm. 


This isn't the whole story, however. 


The culling was done in January. We 
believe that had the 20 culls been kept 
they also would have started laying at 
least by the last of February and 
would hare probably more than paid 
for their keep until the following June 
or July. 


As a general rule n complete culling 


ihould not be made In the winter or 
spring, because even the culls will pay 
for their keep from January until July. 
It 1* sometimes necessary to cull in the 
winter to make more room for pullets 
when the flock must be confined. That 
WB« undoubtedly the case in Lincoln 
county, and proably part of the In- 
crease tn egg production, -was due to 
the fact that the heng left had more 
room and more food. 


Another difficulty in -n Inter culling 


Is that It Is very hard to tell which arp 
the pullets when the whole flock Is 
housed together. 
Many pullets that 


have happened to be a little out of 
condition at the time of rhp culling 
hflve been sold when they certainly 
should have been left In the Hock. — P.
